Texas ARES 
aids shuttle 
recovery 


Nacogdoches, Texas ~The Nac- 
‘ogdoches Amateur Radio Emer- 
gency Services (ARES) volunteers 
ofthe Nacogdoches Amateur Ra- 
{io Club assisted Emergency Man- 
agement officials and NASA lo- 
fate and catalogue debris from the 
Colombia shutle disaster. 

‘Working in tandem with studens 
fiom the Stephen F. Austin Ce 
lege of Forestry HUES, 
‘Geographical Information Systems 
lab, the ARES volunters surveyed 
the city and county of Nacogdo- 
ches looking for shuttle debrs 

‘When located, the debris pho- 
tographed its position determined 
‘by Geographical Information Sys- 
{em satellites and receivers. The 
tas later downloaded ino ad 
tabase andthe debris point will be 
superimposed over maps inthe 
‘hopes that pateras will help 
[NASA officials determine the na- 
ture ofthe shutle’s catastrophic 
failure. The effort i being eoord- 
rated by the ARES group. 

"ARES volunteers also were di- 
rected to coordinates given by 
[NASA that may contain debris 
according to NASA telemetry and 
‘ada information, 

"NASA has a lng relationship 
swith amateur radio. Thee have 
‘been several amateur-rado-based 
shut experiments, amateur radio 
satelite lunches. Astronauts on 
the shuttle and the Intemational 
Space Station use amateur radio to 
‘communicate with students, Shut 
tle Columbia was the fist ham | 
radio station in space and three of 
the seven Columbia astronauts 
‘were licensed ham operators,
